In  this  n^onber  of  the  Survey  Bulletin  is  a srjiLma.ry  of  the  Hessian  fly  snmmer 
snjTvey  from  New  York  State.  This  indicates  a general. reduction  of  infestation 
thjTcu^out  the  wheat  gro^'^ing  section  of  the  State,  fee  infestation  in  1923  averag- 
ing 8.5  per  cent,  while  this  year  it  averages  but  6,4  jser  cent.  In  Ohio  the  infes- 
tation has  increased  in  th'e  northaastem  coimties,  in  some  cases  running  as  hi^.  as 
24  per  cent.  Indications  of  rather  serious  fly  conditions  are  also  reported  from 
Indiana,  Illinois,  North  Dakota  and  Kansas. 


The  chinch  _ bug  sit^ja.tion  remains  about  the  same  as  last  month  throu^out  the 
greater  part  of  the  chinch  bug  belt. 

The  last  outbreak  in  this 
region  ocn’orred  two  years  ago.

fall  armyworm  has  already  appeared  in  Kentucky  and  is  doing  considerable 
. This  early  appearance  may  be  the  fore-rimner  of  a more  genersil  outbreak 
the  season. 


Tlie  western  corn  rootworm  is  reported  as  seriously  infesting  corn  in  Missouri 
and  Ka.nsas.  'The  beetles  are  now  cutting  the  silk. 

The  Conchuela  ( Chlorochroa  licuta  Say)  is  reported  as  doing  immense  damage  to 
the  seed  crop  of  alfalfa  in  the  Fort  Stockton  and  Pecos  sections  of  Texas. 


Late  in  July  and  early  in  August  the  green  apple  aphid  was  renorted  as  becomhng 
seriously  ab’ondant  throu^out  the  apple-growing  section  of  New  York  State. 


The  variety  of  the  codling  moth  known  as  Carco causa  uomonella  simusonii  Eusck 
was  reared  for  the  first  time -in  the  Yakhra  region  of  Washington  State.  ■ Side  worm 
injury  by  the ‘codling  moth  is  reported  as  more  serious  than  usua.1  in  New  England 
and  eastern  New  York,  while  in  western  New  Yoik  the  damage  is  not  as  serious  as 
last  year. 


The  apple  and  thorn  skeletonizef  is 'now  generally  distributed  in  New  England 
and  New  York  State.  In  Lhssachusetts  it  was  seriou-S  enou^i  to  occasion  a special 
spray;  in  New,  Yorle  State,  as  a whole,  the  insect  was  less  serious  tlian  usual.

During  the  past  month  the  potato  leafhopper  has  been  rapidly  increasing  in 
Indiana,  Some  fields,  in  the  west-central  part  of  the  State,  have  been  killed. 
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The  Mexican  lean  "beetle  by  August  25  had  extended  its  range  ea.stuard  in  Virgin 
to  Craig  and  Carroll  Comities,  being  now  nearly  half  way  across  the  State.  In  V/es 
Virginia  it  has  a.dvanced  from  the  southwestern  border  of  the  State  eastward  to  Ifer- 
sball,  Tyler,  and  Wetzel  Counties,  covering  about  three- quarters  of  the  State.  in 
Indiana  it  is  only  found  along  the  southeastern  border  of  the  State  in  ?loyd,  Clam, 
and  Jefferson  Counties.  In  Kentucky  it  extends  over  practically  the  entire  east  err 
two- thirds  of  the  State.  In  Ohio  about  the  southern  three-quarters  of  the  State  is 
infested,  infestations  ranging  as  far  west  as  the  southwestern  corner  of  the  State 
in  Sutler  and  Hamilton  Counties,  and  northward  to  Hancock,  Wayne,  and  Tuscarawas 
Counties.  It  has  just  invaded  southwestern  Pennsylvania,-  being  found  in  Washington 
and  G-reen  Counties, 


The  cotton  leafworm  during  the  third  week  in  August  appeared  at  several  points 
in  Arkansas,  and  Ifedison  Parish,  La.  , while  during  the  second  week  of  the  month  it 
was  reported  from  Alabama,  The  insect  seems  to  be  unus'ually  abundant  in  Arkansas. 

The  boll  weevil  as  a whole  does  not  seem  to  be  as  destructive  as  during  1923. 
Tlie  boll  worm,  on  the  other  hand,  is  reported  as  generally  more  destructive  in 
California  and  Georgia. 

In  this  number  of  the  Biulletin  is  published  a summary  of  the  past  ten  years, 
observations  on  the  abundance  of  the  sugpr  cane  borer  in  Louisiana, 

Eagworm  is  reported  as  generally  on  the  increase  in  western  Missouri  and  east- 
ern Kansas,  and  is  also  reported  as  doing  damage  in  parts  of  Ohio,  ar:.;-  In.  the  Ohio 
River  Basin  the  catalpa  sphinx  is  causing  considerable  trouble. 

The  elm  leaf-beetle  is  worse  than  it  has  been  for  several  years  in  western 
Connecticut  and  southeastern  Ilew  York.  It  is  also  reported  from  Michi^n,  and 
reported  for  the  first  time  from  the  State  of  California,  where  it  has  appeared  in 
the  Presno  district. 


OUTSTAKDIHG  ENTOMOLOGICAL  PEATURES  IN  CAHAPA  POR  AUGUST,  1924 

The  grasshopper  situation  in  the  Nicola  Valley,  B.  C. , where  there  is  an  out- 
break of  the  roadside  grasshopper,  Camnula  pellucida  Scudder,  and  the  lesser  migra- 
tory grasshopper,  Me  lane  plus  at  Ian  is  Riley,  is  expected  to  assume  more  serious  pro- 
portions in  192©.  In  the  Thompson  River  Valley,  3.  C.  , from  Kamloops  to  Chase, 
there  is  a very  heavy  infestation  of  Melanonlus  atlanis  Riley. 

Grasshoppers  are  causing  little  trouble  in  Ivfenitoba  and  southern  Alberta  this 

year. 

The  eye-spotted  bud-moth,  Spilonota  ocellana  U.  & S. , and  the  green  bud  moth, 
Argyroploce  variegana  Hbn.  , have  been  abundant  to  an  unusual  degree  in  the  A:inapolis 
Valley,  N.  S. 

.The  fall  cankerworm  is  gradually  increasing  in  numbers  throu^out  the  Annapolis 
Valley,  N.  S,  , and  another  outbreak  is  about  due. 
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The  spruce  saTzfly,  Diprion  ah  let  is  Iferris,  is  '□nus-’jially  prevalent  in  southern 
I'ianitoca. 

'Th.e  larch  sawfly,  Lygaeonematus  erichsoni  Hartig,  has  caused  serious  damage 
throu^out  vide  areas  in  lieTi  .Erunsuich. 

G-reen  fruit  Torins  of  different  species  have  heen  more  aD'andant  in  the  Annapolis 
Valley,  IT.  S.,  this  season  than  for  several  years  previously,  and  considerable  dam- 
age to  fruit  has  resulted. 

Injury  by  blister  beetles  has  been  reported  from  nea,rly  all  parts  of  llanitoba, 
the  plants  chiefly  affected  being  CarcVgara  hedges,  potatoes,  beans  and  peas. 

The  green  apple  bug,  Lygus  commnnis  Kni^t,  lias  been  gradmlly  increasing  in 
numbers  in  the  A-nnapolis  Valley,  IT,  S. , since  1919,  when  it  was  subject  to  an  epi- 
demic of  disease.  The  increase  has  been  most  marked  during  the  past  year. 

The  rose  curculio,  Bhyiichites  bieolor  Fab.,  has  been  very  injurious  to  roses 
throu^xout  Ivhnitoba  during  the  early  snmmer,  fully  half  the  blossoms  being  destroyed 
by  them. 

The  false  chinch  bug,  ITysius  ericae  Schill,  becam.e  a very  serious  pest  in  the 
drier  sections  of  A.lberta  during  July,  inj'ory  being  done  to  wheat,  radishes,  cabbage?, 
raspberries,  strawberries  and  various  flowers.

GRASSHOFFERS  (Acridiidae) 

H.  F.  Wilson  (August  5):  We  have  had  a serious  outbreak  of  grass- 

hoppers in  the  northern  part  of  the  State,  especiail^^in  Eoor  Ccrnty. 
Camnula  uellucida  Scudd.  was  the  most  important  species,  althougn 
two  or  three  other  species  were  present. 


W.  J.  Eaerg  (August  4):  Melanonlus  diff erentialis  ^oms. 
ing  noticeable  injury  to  corn  in  Carroll  Cornty.  Most  of 
hoppers  are  in  the  last  nymphal  instar;  a few  have  reached 
stage.

M.  H.  SwerJk  (July  lO-.Tugnst  l):  Grasshoppers  (Melanonlns  bivittatus 

Say,  etc.  ) developed  in  injurious  nwebers  in  portions  of  the  Forth 
Platte  Valley,  in  Scottsbl^rff  County  especially,  in  the  White  River 
Valley  of  Eawes  County,  and  in  scattered  localities  east  to  Custer 
and  ITuckolls  Connties.  Tliese  pests  are,  however,  as  stated  in  my 
last  report,  present  in  ITebraska  this  year  in  subnorm^al  n'ombers. 

J.  W.  McColloch  (August  20):  Melanonlus  at  Ian  is  Riley  is  the  pre- 

domimting  species.  The  second  brood  began  hatching  about  August  1. 
Most  of  the  injury  thus  far  reported  has  been  to  alfalfa.  Water- 
melons were  being  destroyed  in  Harper  Co'onty,  and  at  Burden  the 
hoppers  v^ere  reported  strapping  the  leaves  and  bark  from  a young 
apple  orchard.

Geo.  P.  Knowlton  (July  31):  Grasshoppers  are  not  as  severe  in  this 

State  as  at  this  date  a year  ago.  A few  sections  are  having  to  use 
poison  hait. 

WHITE  GHUBS  (Phyllonha^  spp.  ) 

W.  P..  Plint  (August  2S):  Reports  of  white  grub  damage  ha,ve  been 

received  from  many  of  the  central  and  notthoxn  counties.  Much 
damage  was  reported  where  corn  has  followed  com.  Apparently  the 
eggs  were  in  many  cases  laid  in  corn  gromd  during  1923, 

M.  H.  Sv/enk  (July  10-August  l):  Next  to  the  chinch  bug,  the  most 

complained-of  insect  pest  during  the  period  covered  by  this  report 
has  been  white  grubs.  Phe  reports  tell  of  damage  to  bluegrass 
lawns,  stra^wberry  patches  and  flower  ^rdens.  Practically  the 
whole  of  the  eastern  half  of  the  State  is  more  or  less  affected, 
owing  to  an  abundance  of  May  beetles  flying  in  the  spring  of  1923, 
but  the  most  serious  reports  have  been  received  from  Knox,  Garfield, 
Lancaster,  Clay,  and  Pumas  Counties, 

Geo.  P.  Knowlton  (August  8):  'iThite  grubs  are  doing  considerable 

damage  in  some  sugar  beet  fields  in  Cache  County.  All  beets  were 

killed  in  some  sections  of  certain  fields  in  Benson  Ward. 

A BEETLE  (Ochrosidia  ( Cycl o c enhala ) sp. ) 

W.  P.  Flint  (August  26):  Ad-ults  appeared  in  large  numbers  about 

li^ts  during  the  first  part  of  August-  At  single  street  li^ts 
fromi  600  to  as  high  as  1,000  beetles  were  observed  by  actual  count. 
The  fli^t  continued  from  July  26  to  August  4.  A few  beetles  were 
observed  about  li^ts  up  to  August  22.  No  feeding  by  the  adults 
was  seen,  althou^  large  trees  projected  close  to  street  li^ts, 

'The  fli^t  seemed  to  be  confined  to  east-central  Illinois. 

UIREWOEMS  (Elateridae) 

H.  P.  Wilson  (August  5):  Wireworms  were  also  bad,  but  we  did  not 

get  a determination  as  to  the  species,

HESSIAN  PLY  (Ph:.d:oT)hama  destructor  Say) 

C.  P.  Crosby:  The  Hessian  fly  survey  for  the  cumrent  year  covered 

16  counties,  8 more  th-an  were  covered  last  year.  The  average  in- 
festation for  the  region  covered  last  year  was  8.5  per  cent.  This 

year  the  same  region  had  an  infestation  of  6.3  per  cent,  while  the 

average  infestation  for  the  16  comties  where  counts  were  made 
amo'ionted  to  5.9  per  cent,  showing  a decided  decrease  in  infestation. 
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The  report  hy  connties  is  as  follows: 
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T.  H.  Parks  (Jnly  38):  Hessian  fly  infestation  in  Ohio  has  increas- 

ed from  4|-  to  ll|-  per  cent  (infestation  of  straws)  in  31  counties 
examined*  Infestations  of  15  to  24  per  cent  exist  in  northeastern 
Ohio  cornties.  Northwestern  coimties  now  have  the  least  fly  in- 
festation in  the  State. 

C.  P.  Cleveland  (Angust  18):  Conditions  thus  far  indicate  emergenc  .• 

of  flies  on  approximately  normal  dates.  Ohservations  continue  to 
indicate  a great  aoundance  in  ea.rly-sov.n  fields  this  fall. 

P.  Plint  (August  26):  . A state-wide  survey  covering  34  of  the 

largest  wheat- growing  co^mties  in  the  State  has  shown  a state  average 
of  2,3  living  fly  per  single  .foot  of  drill  row,  and  the  same  average 
for  Joint  worm.  ^Ihe  hipest  average  numter  of  fly  per  foot  of  dril^ 
row  occums  in  the  northwestern  part  of  the  State.  In  Bureau  Co'unty 
4.7  living  fly  per  foot  of  drill  row;-  was  found.  Ply  is  less  abund- 
ant in  the  southern  half  of  the  State,  the  lowest  co'onty  showing  .2 
of  living  fly  per  foot  of  drill  row.  Development  of  fl3^  for  the 
. season  appears  to  he  about  normal,  apparently  there  will  be  no  supple 
mentary  fall  brood  of  fly  this  yearj  fly  was  present  in  every  cornty 
in  which  this  survey  was  conducted,  and  in  262  out  of  291  fields 
examined. 

H.  P.  Tilson  (August  5):  The  Hessian  fly  has  been  somewhat  bad  in 

Door  County. 

C.  H.  Ainslie  (August  20’ ) : Theat  in  western  North  Dakota  and  east- 

ern Montana  is  heavily  infested  mth  the  fly,  althou^  during  the 
present  season  the  injury  is  not  apparent,  owing  to  rainfall  which, 
to  a certa,in  extent,  has  enabled  injured  plants  to  radly.  Ply 
damage  is  concurrent  with  much  root  rot  or  scah.  In  spite  of  all 
this  the  wheat  yield  will  be  fair.  Tlie  fly  may  cause  trouble  next 
year. 

J.  T7.  McColloch  (August  IS):  There  is  still  a general  infesta^tion 

of  the  Hessian  fly  in  Kansas.  Plenty  of  rain  during  the  last  month 
has  resulted  in  lots  of  vokunteer  wheat  and  has  caused  some  emergenc- 
of  fly.  Pggs  were  found  on  volunteer  wheat  during  the  last  week 
of  July. 
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GHEATEH  NHEAT-STEM  1^/lAGGOT  (Meromyoa  americana  Fitch) 

C.  N.  Ainslie  (August  21):  This  fly  is,  as  usual,  placing  its  egg 

freely  on  blades  of  the  various  Agi'opyrons  (A.  smith ii  being  the 
species  perhuaps  most  commonly  selected).  Adult  flies  can  be  swept 
almost  anyvhere  from  these  gra.sses.  Tliese  flies  have  years  ago 
been  observed  ovipositing  on  Agropj/roh  blades,  almost  invariably 
placing  its  solitary  egg  on  the  top  of  the  leaf.  In  North  Dakota 
the  egg  is  deposited  near  the  base  of  the  leaf.  Wheat  is  attacked 
sll^itly  this  year. 


WHEAT  JOINTWOHJ.'I  (Ha.rmolita  tritici  Fitch) 

Bureau  of  Entomology  Monthly  Letter  No.  123  (July)-:  W.  J,  Phillips 

visited  Greensboro  Jnly  4 to  investigate  an  infestation  of  the  wheat 
Jointworni  and  found  a very  abundant  occurrence  of  this  insect  in  tha': 
vicinity.  An  infestation  of  ICO  per  cent  was  foiund  in  one  field. 

N.  P.  Flint  (August  26):  Wheat  jointworm  is  very  abundant  in  the 

west- central  part  of  the  State,  in  some  co'onties  averaging  over  14 
per  foot  of  drill  row. 

WHEAT  STRATH^OPj)-!  (Harmolita  arandis  Piley) 

M.  H.  Swenlc  (July  IC-August  l):  The  wheat  crop  recently  harvested 

was  injured  by  the  wheat  strawworm  in  the  vicinity  of  iferion,  Red- 
willow  County,  and  the  vicinity  of  Benkelman,  Dundy  County,  and 
possibly  in  other  localities  in  the  southwestern  corner  of  the  State 
Elsewhere  in  the  Sta.te  this  injury  was  not  observed. 

J.  W.  McColloch  (August  16):  A survey  in  the  northwestern  part  of 

the  State  shows  a heavy  infestation  remaining  in  the  stubble.  In 
Some  fields  every  straw  contains  at  least  one  larva.  The  use  of 
headers  and  comibines  in  harvesting  leaves  most  of  the  insects  in 
the  field.  No  definite  figures  are  j^'et  available  on  the  loss 
occasioned  by  this  insect,  Fns . superintendent  of  the  Hays  Experi- 
ment Station  states  that  the  yield  was  reduced  50  per  cent  in  some 
fields, 

WHEAT  SAWFLY  BORER  (Cenhus  uygmaeus  L.  ) 

JJ.  S.  Connolly- (August  s):  Rather  heavy  infestation  noted  in 

Onta.rio  County. 

COMIdON  SMUT  BEETLE  (Phalacrus  uolitus  Melsh.  ) 

M.  H.  Swenk  (July  IC-August  l):  During  the  second  week  in  July  an 

abundance  of  the  smut  beetle  was  reported  from.  Dawson  County. 
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CSIKGH  BUG-  (Elissus  lenccpt  eras  Say) 

U.  P.  Flint  (Au^ast  26):  Heavy  rains  daring  the  latter  part  of 

Jaly  and  the  first  of  Aagast  liave  redacsd  this  insect  to  a point 
ahere  practically  no  inyory  to  corn  aill  occnjr  in  Illinois  daring 
the  present  season.  There  are  less  hags  at  this  time  than  at  any 
time  since  the  snmmer  of  1911. 

H.  C-  Severin  (Jaly  30):  This  pest  has  become  a ne^igihle  factor 

in  this  State  except  in  isolated  places  here  and  there  in  Charles 
Mix,  Eon  Hoirnne,  and  Doaglas  Co'onties. 

M.  H.  Saenk  (Jaly  10-Aagast  l):  By  far  the  most  injarioas  insect 

daring  the  period  covered  hy  this  report  has  been  the  chinch  hag, 

Tne  migration  from  the  wheat  and  barley  fields  into  the  corn,  be- 
ginning from  Jane  25  to  Jaly  7,  continaed  ^ontil  aboat  the  middle 
of  Jaly,  when  it  was  practically  over.  Tiie  bags  were  migrating 
heavily  all  throami  the  infested  area  from  Jaly  10  to  15.  The 
infested  area  continaed  to  be  as  oatlined  in  my  last  report  of 
Jaly  10,  except  that  the  Farrias  and  Gosper  Coanty  infestations 
proved  to  extend  east  into  western  Phelps  Co'onty  and  northeast 
even  to  soathwestern  B'offalo  Conaty,  in  the  vicinity  of  Elm  Creek. 

The  infestation  in  soathem  (not  northern^  as  stated  in  error  in 
my  report  of  Jaly  10 ) Saline  Coimty  proved  to  be  serioas  in  the 
vicinity  of  Western.  As  thas  revised  the  infested  area  inclades 
Richardson,  llema.ha,  Pawnee,  Johnson,  soathwestern  Otoe,  soatheastern 
Lancaster,  Ga.ge,  Jefferson,  soathem  Saline,  Thayer,  Wacko  11  s , Web- 
ster, Franklin,  Ka.rlan , Farnas , Gosper,  western  Phelps,  and  soath- 
western Batfalo  Coant ies.  Complaint  of  injary  ha.s  ceased  at  the 

time  of  preparing  this  report.  ITo  serioas  chinch  bag  oatbreak 
has  as  yet  developed  in  northeastern  Nebraska,  where  the  pest  was 
injarioas  last  year,  only  a few  reports  of  an  ab^ondance  of  the  pest 
having  been  received,  and  these  all  from  Knox  Cc'xnty. 

J.  W.  McGolloch  (Aagast  13):  Chinch  bags  are  abandant  in  the  corn 

and  sorgh-jm.  fields,  althor.^  there  are  few  reports  of  serioas  damage. 
A farmer  a.t  Lenora  reports  the  loss  of  25  acres  of  milo.  Plenty  of 
rain  divxing  the  last  month  has  been  favorable  for  the  development  of 
the  faigas. 

F.  L,  Thomas  (Aagast  12):  ITymphs  and  adalts  very  abandant  apon 

agronom^^  tost  plat  to  which  the  insects  had  migrated  from  corn. 

COFIT  EAPWOPli  (Eeliothis  obsoleta  Fab.  ) 

A.  I.  Boarne  (Aagast  20):  On  Aagast  4 and  the  succeeding  few  days 

we  had  complaints  of  the  corn  earworm  on  sweet  corn.  These  were 
the  first  complaints  received  since  the  oatbreak  of  two  years  ago. 
Specimens  sent  in  varied  considerably  in  extent  of  development,  bat 
were  approximately  one- third  to  one-half  grown.  One  or  two  fields 
in  this  immediate  vicinity  were  reported  to  be  qaite  heavily  attackec. 
As  yet,  however,  we  have  had  no  complaints  from,  other  points  in  the 
State. 
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J.  D.  More  (J^one  22):  Heported  from  Calhoim  as  attacking  vetch, 

corn,  and  cotton. 

F.  S.  Chamherlin  (August  21):  Several  fields  of  running  deans  near 

Quincy  are  heing  seriously  damaged  by  corn  earworm  larvae,  vrhich 
confine  their  attacks  mainly  to  the  pods.  Field  corn  at  this  time 
is  hardening  and  is  unsuitaole  as  food  for  this  pest, 

STALK  BCHFF  (Panaipema  nehris  nitela  Guen. ) 

A.  I,  Bourne  (August  20):  We  have  been  finding  from  every  lot  of 

ma-terial  of  Panainoma  nitela  which  has  been  collected  in  this  imme-  | 
diate  vicinity,  or  has  been  sent  in  to  us  from  other  parts  of  the 
State,  that  the  larxae  are  parasitized  apparently  to  an  unusually  i 

large  pnrcentage.  j 

M.  H.  Swenk  (July  lO-Augist  l):  The  stalk  borer  continued  to  be  j 

reported  as  injurious  from  July  10  to  21.  In  a few  cornfields  the 

injury  was  serious.  Two  Cass  Co'onty  fields  near  the  Otoe  County 
line  were  thinned  out  quite  perceptibly,  a couple  of  fields  in  Wash-  • 
ington  County  were  badly  injuued,  and  a Hamilton  Comity  cornfield 
was  also  thinned  out  quite  seriously  throu^  the  activities  of  this 
pest.  Other  reports  were  of  injury  to  tomato  plants  and  flowers. 

AEMYWQPl^.  (Cirphis  unipun  eta  Haw. ) 

F.  S.  Chamberlin  (August  2):  A sli^xt  infestation  of  army^rorms  , 

was  observed  upon  bean  foliage  on  August  2.  ; 

E.  F.  Wilson  (August  5):  We  have  had  a serious  outbreak  of  army-

FALL  AEllYWOHM  ( Laphyama  f ruaiperda  S.  & A.) 

H.  Carman  (August  23):  Fall  armyiTorm  has  already  appeared  in  Ken- 

tucky and  is  doing  exceptional  injury  to  com  in  Christian  County, 

I have  had  a number  of  specimens  sent  to  me  recently  by  a corres- 
pondent who  is  very  anxious  about  checking  the  mischief.  This 
insect  generally  appears  here  late  in  the  season  and  only  occasion- 
ally attracts  attention  because  of  serious  mischief.  Gener’Slly 
it  works  on  rye  and  other  plants  of  the  samp  family. 

H.  W.  Allen  (Augast  25):  Two  heavy  inf esta.tions  of  the  southern 

grass  worn  have  appeared  at  A.  & M.-  College  within  the  past  week. 

In  one,  a meadow  of  Johnson  grass  of  about  40  acres,  the  defoliation 
ranges  fromi  severe  to  com.plete.  The  woims  are  now  beginning  to 
develop  the  arm.;^a7orm  habit.  Ho  damage  to  corn  has  as  yet  been 
noted. 
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COSlwLEAF  APHID  (Aphis  maidis  Pitch) 

PH  17.  A.llen  (August  13):  The  corni‘’'leaf  aphid  is  now  abundant  in 

the  tassel  end  of  late  corn,  apmrefitly  increasing  to  a considerable 
degree  the  stimting  resulting  from  long  continued  dry  weather. 

TWELVE- SPOTTED  CUCUMBDR- BEETLE  (Piabrotica  12- punctata  Pab.  ) 

C.  P.  Cleveland  (August  18):  Specimens  of  well-grown  corn  with 

nearly  full-gro'.ui  la^rvae  of  this  species  were  received  from  Frank- 
fort and  Powler  the  second  week  in  August,  with  the  statement  that 
many  plants  were  dying.  Injury  by  the  worms,  however,  while  ap- 
parent, would  not  seem  to  have  been  severe  enou^  to  cause  the 
death  of  the  plants,  A combination  of  this  injury  with  several 
weeks  of  extremxely  dry,  hot  weather  was  possibly  the  cause  of  the 
severe  injury. 

W.  P.  Flint  (August  26):  Damage  by  this  insect  has  been  very  severe 

and  much  more  general  than  usual.  In  some  fields  90  per  cent  of 
the  corn  showed  fallen  stalks  where  counts  were  taken.  In  a nun- 
ber  of  fields  in  the  central  part  of  the  State  this  insect  will  cut 
the  yield  from.  5 to  in  exceptional  cases  as  much  as  50  per  cent. 

WESTEPII  COPIT  HOOTHOPM  (Piabrotica  lon^icornis  Say) 

L.  ITaseman  (July  28):  Worms  vary  from  one-hnlf  to  full  grown. 

They  are  worse  than  in  an  average  year.  TThole  fields  damaged 
seriously.  (August  22):  This  worm  is  causing  quite  a bit  of 

trouble  in  somie  sections  of  the  country, 

J.  W.  McColloch  (August  16):  Tlie  adults  are  reported  very  abund- 

ant in  cornfields  about  Irving.  They  are  cutting  off  the  silks, 
thus  preventing  fertilization.  Several  fields  show  the  work  of 
the  larvae  earlier  in  the  season.  All  cases  of  larval  injury  are 
in  fields  which  have  been  in  corn  for  several  years. 

A COLAS? ID  BEETLE  ( Colaspis  fe.vosa  Say) 

H.  C.  Severin  (July  20):  Adults  feeding  on  corn,  damage  being 

very  severe. 

ELIROPEAIT  CORM  BORER  (Pr/rausta  nubilal  is  Huebn.  ) 

K.  E.  Paine  (July  12):  This  insect  is  now  laying  its  eggs,  and 

so  far  gives  promise  of  being  considerably  more  numerous  than  last 
year  in  Chant a.uq''ja  County. 
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PALE- STRIPED  FLEA- BEETLE  (Systena  taeniata  var.  blanda  Melsh. ) I 

H.  E.  Wilson  (Augast  5):  This  flea-beetle  caused  a great  deal  of  I 

darna^ge  to  the  roots  of  com  early  in  the  season.  Corn  planted  in  1 
fields  which  were  last  year  in  weeds  suffered  serious  damage,  A | 
number  of  larvae  were  fo'ond  feeding  on  the  roots  of  com,  and  from  I 
these  we  were  able  to  breed  the  adult  flea-beetle.  I 

ANG-ULATED  ERCGHCPPER  (Lepyronia  quadrangular  is  .Say)  I 

W.  'J,  Baerg  (August  4):  Lepyronia  quadran gular is  is  causing  appre-j 

ciable  injury  to  corn  in  Carroll  County  over  an  area  of  several  I 
acres.  The  spittle  insects  were  found  in  aggre^tions  of  20  to  ] 
50  on  the  undersides  of  the  leaves,  in  the  axils  and  on  the  tassels;! 
on  a single  plant,  in  some  instamcds,  there  were  more  than  100  in-  i 
sects.  The  corn  is  located  near  a field  of  timothy  that  had  been  | 
cut  about  two  weeks  ago.  From  here  the  spittle  insects  migrated  | 
into  the  corn.  | 

ALEAXPA  AND  CLOVER  | 

CARDEN  WEBUCRl'I  (Loxostege  similalis  Guen.  ) 

M.  H.  Swenk  (July  lO-August  l):  A' local  outbreak  of  the  second 

brood  of  the  alfalfa,  or  ^rden  web-'erm  occurred  in  Richardson  Count j 
in  the  vicinity  of  Dawson  about  the  middle  of  July. 

ALFALFA  NEMATODE  ( Tylenchus  dipsaci  Kuhn) 

Geo.  F.  Knowlton  (August  8):  The  alfalfa  nematode  has  been  found 

doing  damage  in  Salt  Lake  County  and  is  reported  from  Uintah  Basin. 
This  threatens  to  be  a serious  problem  in  the  dairy  industry. 


CONCHUELA  ( Chlorochroa  liaata  Say) 

F.  L.  Thomas  (July  l):  Letter  received  from  Fort  Stockton  states 

•*LDoing  immense  damage  to  the  seed  crop  of  alfalfa  in  this  section.”

C.  R.  Cleveland  (August  19):  Specimens  of  a scale,  enclosed  in  an 

elon^te  oval  whits  felt-like  sac  on  pa.stii.re  grass  and  red  top,  ha,ve 
heen  received  from  Dale  and  Ndwor-rg,  The  sacs  contain  the  female 
and  m^asses  of  eggs.  Yields  at  these  points  are  reported  as  Deing 
heavily  infested.  The  scale  has  not  heen  identified  hut  appears 
to  he  close  to  the  genus  Eriococcus.

Worcester  County  that  side- worm  dama.ge  hy  the  codling  mnth  is  very 
serious  in  that  whole  section,  caused  hy  late  appearing  first  hrood 
larvae. 


0.  P.  Croshy  and  assistants:  Side- worm,  injiury  was  not  as  prevalent 

as  last  year  in  the  western  rare  of  the  State,  though  rather  m^ore 
severe  tha.n  usual  in  the  Hudson  Piver  Valley. 

W.  F.  Flint  (A'ugust  26):  Second  hrood  codling  mxoth  ha.s  increased

S,  W.  Mendenhall  (August  ll):  The  leaf  folder  is  quite  bad  in  the 

apple  stock  in  the- nurseries  in  Delaware  County. 

APPLE  AND  THORN  SKSLETONIZER  (Hemerpphiia  pcriana  Clerck)  ! 

A.  I.  Rourne  (August  20):  During  the  week  of  August  4 the  second  | 

brood  larvae  of  the  apple  and  thorn  s]ielstonize7.  were  advancing 
pretty  well  toward  maturity  here  in  the  Connecticut  Valley.  Un- 
sprayed and  uncared-for  trees  were  browned  Up  nearly  as  badly  as  I 
last  year,  Ly  the  succeeding  v/eek  (august  11 ) numerous  cocoons  ' 

of  this  brood  were  being  round.  It  is  apparently  working  into 
sprayed  orchards  miore  than  it  did  last  year.  Here  at  the  college  i 
it  was  making  its  appearance  at  the  tme  of  the  second  brood  in  | 

numbers  encu.^i.  to  cause  serious  injury,  and  appeared  to  be  particu-  | 
larly  severe  on  cur  blocks  or  Wbalthies.  A special  spray,  applied 
Augist  11,  checked  the  pest,. 

In  the  western  part  of  Hampshire  County  the  skeletonizer  is  not 
particularly  ab'mdant. 

This  pest  has  made  its  fir^t  appearance  this  year  in  Bristol 
County,  where  nev"  growth  was  very  baddy  riddled  on  many  trees, 
especially  in  orchards  which  wese  not  thoroughly  sprayed. 

A.  E.  Stene  (August  22):  I .can  report  that  the  apple  and  thorn 

skeletonizer,  of  which  we  fotmd  the  first  moths  in  the  State  a year 
ago  last  spring,  and  #iich  was  sent  in  by  fruit  growers  for  the 
first  time  about  August  1,  1923,  is  apparently  widely  distributed 
over  the  State,  althou^  no  very  striking  injury  has  as  yet  been 
caused  by  the  pest. 

Philip  Carman  (Au.gust  23):  Just,  beginning  to  appear  in  any  numbers 

on  apple  trees  at  New  Haven.  Much  less  abundant  than  last  year. 
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Ah  P,  Zappe  (Au^st  23):  Very  little  daniage  heing  done  in  the 

State  th-is  year,  Aaore  ahundant  around  Ridgefield  than  in  center 
and  southern  part  of  Stale*  Very  much  less  than  last-  year, 

C,  P.  Croshy  and  assistants:  In  the  Hudson  River  Valley  and  on 

Long  Island  the  apple  and  thorn  skeletonizer  is  not  nearly  as 
serious  as  last  year.  With  the  exception  of  a few  neglected  or- 
chards they  are  doing  no  appreciable  injury. 

‘TENT  CATERPILIAR  (ife-lacosoma  americana  Pab . ) 

W.  S.  Britton  (Ai.pgust  23):  Egg  clusters  very  abundant  everywhere 

Geo.  M,  Codding  (Augijst  20):  At  the  present  time  many  egg  masses 

of  the  tent  caterpillar  are  to  be  found,  a fact  which 'points  to  a 
bad  outbreak  next  ye.ar  unless  these  egg  masses  are  killed.  You 
may  be  interested  to  know  that  the  tent  caterpillar  has  been  un- 
usually prevalent  througiout  Westchester  Co^onty  this  year.  Whole 
orchards  have  been  defoliated,  a.s  well  as  trees  growing  along  the 
roadsides. 

FALL  WEBWORIvI  (Hpphantria  cunea  Drury) 

E.  M.  Patch  (August  19):  Report  from  Waldoboro  states  ’^Abundant. 

A.  I.  Bourne  (August  20):  August  8 to  10  the  work  of  the  fall 

webworni  was  beginning  to  make  itself  very  apparent.  The  larvae 
were  at  this  time  about  one- third  gi’own. 

Mr*.  Ide,  county  agent  of  Bristol  County,  reports  that  the  fall 
webworm  is  somewhat  more  prevalent  than  last  year  in  this  County. 

llx,  Calkins,  of  northern  Worcester  County,  reports  August  14 
tliat  this  insect  ^s  moTk  was  just  beginning  to  show, 

R.  C.  Coombs  (August  9):  In  Monroe  County  nests  are  quite  common 

ly  noted. 

E,  W.  Mendenhall  (August  15):  Fall  wdbworms  are  quite  bad  in 

apple  orchards  (farm  orchards)  in  Aiiami  County.  These  could 
easily  be  controlled  by  burning  out  with  a torch. 

M.  R.  Smith  (July  29):  'The  fall  webworm  is  fairly  common  in  the 

southern  part  of  the  State,  but  is  by  no  means  as  abundant  or  as 
serious  as  last  year, 

YELLOW- iJECK ED  CATERPILLAR  ( Da  tana  ministra  Drury) 

E.  M,  Patch  (August  13):  This,  like  the  red-humped  caterpillar, 

has  been  scarce  during-recent  yearns. 

G.  E.  R.  Hervey  (August  9):  Considerable  damage  done  in  one  or- 

chard in  Dii.tchess  County. 
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APPLE  IviAG-GOT  (K]::ia.^letis  uomonella  TTalsh) 

C.  P.  Crosby  and  assistants:  Apple  maggot  seems  to  be  quite 

general  thron^out  the  apple- growing  sections  of  the  Sta.te.  Were 
emerging  during  the  third  week  of  July. 

APPLE  LEAPHOPPSP.  (Unpoasca  mal  i LeB.  et  all  ) 

L.  C.  Tyler  (August  9):  Common  but  not  serious  in  Nassau  County. 

A.  I.  Bourne  (August  30):  ^Mr.  Gould,  from,  the  western  part  of 
Hampshire  Co'onty,  reports'  tliat  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any 
particular  abundance  of  apple  leafhoppers.  Ihis  is  interesting 
because  of  facts  v/hich  will  be  brou^t  out  later  relative  to  con- 
ditions in  the  eastern  part  of  the  State, 

Mr.  Ide,  county  agent  of  Bristol  County,  reports  that  leafhoppers 
in  his  region  are  getting  m.ore  prevalent  than  at  any  time  during 
the  season,  althou^i  up  to  now  they  do  not  seem  to  be  causing  any 
serious  losses. 

In  the  western  half  of  Middlesex  County  Mr.  Calkins  reports  that 
the  leafnopper  situation  is  very  bad.  The  species  has  not  been 
determined.  Apparently  a new  brood  of  adults  is  Just  appearing 
and  has  attained  considerable  numbers, 

L.  Haseman  (July):  Numsery  stock  is  not  as  generally  attacked  as 

last  year  and  damage  is  not  very  severe.  The  leafhoppers  are  ' 
fewer  than  last  year. 

■SAN  JOSE  SCALE  (Aspidiotus  perniciosus  Comst. ) 

B.  A.  Porter  (August  23):  Second  brood  crawlers  appeared  July  28, 

two  weeks  later  than  normal, 

OYSTEP- SHELL  SCALE  (Lepidosaphe s ulrai  L. ) 

A,  I.  Bourne  (August  20):  Augist  18  to  20  the  over-wintering 

eggs  of  the  oyster-shell  scale  were  first  being  deposited. 

A MILIvWEEB  CERAMBTGIL  (Tetraopes  f erne  rat  us  Lee.  ) 

J.  W.  McColloch  (August  5):  ' The  beetles  were  found  in  large  num- 
bers on  tile  foliage  of  apple  seedlings  in  a nursery  at  Silver  Lake. 
They  were  feeding  on  the  leaves  and  causing  some  injury.  The 
nurseryman  had  noticed  them  on  milkweeds  and  had  cut  out  all  the 
weeds,  thus  forcing  the  beetles  to  seek  new  food  plants. 

CLOVEN  MITE  (Bryobia  praetiosa  Koch) 

J.  W.  McColloch  (August  18):  The  clover  mite  has  caused  consider- 

able loss  to  apples  in  Sumner  County.  In  many  cases  the  trees 
have  been  entirely  defoliated.

shows  serious  "bronzing  an;iW7here  in  the  vicinity  of  Amlierst, 

Mr.  Gould,  of  Uilliamsh'nrg  in  the  western  part  of  Hampshire  County 
reports  that  this  insect  has  not  made  its  appearance  in  any  serious 
numhers.  ^ ■ 

Mn.  Ide,  county  agent  of  Bristol  County,  reports  that  the  mite  is 
increasing  in  aumdance  in  this  county. 

Mr,  Calkins,  from  northern  Ucrcester  Co'onty,  reports  that  the  mite 
is  present  and  can  be'  found  in  sli^t  numbers  in  almost  every  orchau- 
but  owing  to  the  quite  general  practice  last  season  of  using  miscibl 
oils  when  the  leaves  were  down  the  pest  was  apparently  so  well  con- 
trolled that  it  has  not  become  as  abundant  as  last  year. 

In  Middlesex  Co'onty  Mr.  Dayton  reports  that  red  mite  is  quite  plen- 
tiful, and  in  a few  orchards  the  damage  has  attained  considerable 
proportions. 
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Philip  Garman  (August  23):  Still  very  scarce  as  compared  with  last 

yyea.r.  Hardly  any  can  be  fouid  at  Hew  Haven. 

B.  A,  Porter  (August  23):  Moderate  injury  is  apparent  in  occasiona 

peacn  and  apple  orchards  throu^  southwestern  Indiana. 

S,  J.  Hewcomer  (July  31 ):  The  European  red  miite  continues  to  be 

more  nunerous.  tlian  usual  on  apples,  pears,  and  prunes.-  liany  grow- 
ers are  getting  excellent  results  with  wealr  oil  sprays  in  controll- 
ing it.  Hewl 27'- hatched  individ'oals  of  the  fifth  brood  were  found 
•July  6 nearly  fo'or  weeks  earlier  than  in  1923.  (August  23):  Pre- 
dators have  increased  rapidly  since  August  1,  and  in  many  orchards 
wnere  the  mites  have  been  numarous  they  are 'now  hard  to  find.  These 
predaceous  enemies  include  Scolothrius  sexmaculatus , a small  black 
ladyoird  (Stetncrus  punctum) , one  or  two  species  of  predaceous  mites 
V Se ius  sp.),.  and  a predaceous  bug  (Triph^^ps  insidiosus ) . The 
first  larvae  of  brood  7 'hatched  August  17. 

WEAR  PSYLLA  (Ps’/lla  pyricola  Foerst.  ) 

C.  h.  Crosby  and  assistants:  The  rather  severe  infestation  of  pear 

psyila  in  the  Hudson  Piver  Valley  was  materially  relieved  by  heavy 
rain  during  early  August.  In  the  western  part  of  the  State  the 
situation  is  not  at  all  serious,

two  orchards  at  Honeoye  Falls. 
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PEACH  BORER  (Aegeria  exitiosa  Say) 

Geo.  P.  Knowlton  (July  31):  Peach  tree  "borer  is  heavy  in  nany 

co'^unties,  and  farmers  in  Boxelder  County  are  planning  for  this  fall 
an  extensive  treatment  with  paradichloro'benzene. 

SHOT- HOLE  BORER  (Scolytus  rugulosus  Ratz. ) 

B.  A.  Porter  (August  23):  Very  abundant  in  most  of  the  peach  or- 

chards vhich  have  been  weakened  by  the  past  winter.  First-brood 
beetles  be^n  emerging  July  28, 

PLUl/I  CURCULIO  ( Conotrachelus  nenuphar  Hbstr) 

J.  B.  Gill  (July  24):  . The  plum  curculio  infestation  has  been  un- 
usually heav^/  on  peaches  grov/ing  around  Thomasville.  During  the 
past  few  days  many  recent  egg  and  feeding  punctures  have  been  ob- 
served on  ripening  fruit  and  very  tiny  larvae  were  found  in  several 
peaches  that  were  closely  examined..  These  observations  seemi  to 
indicate  that  there  is  a partial  second  generation  of  the  curculio 
in  this  section  during  the  present  season. 

B.  A.  Porter  (Amgust  23);  Considerable  damage  to  ripening  peaches 
was  noted  in  several  orcha.rds  near  Evansville  on  August  13, 

PEACH- TUIG  MOTH  (Anars ia  lineatella  Zell.  ) 

P.  L.  Hetterville  (July  25):  At  Ivladison  one  came  -to  ptlpcil  stage, 
•The  adult  emerged*"  August’  4^ 

B,  A.  Porter  (August  23):  While  scouting  for  the  oriental  peach 

moth  in  southern  Indiana  frequent  infestations  of  the  peach- twig 
borer  have  been  fo^ond  in  neglected  trees.  A.lmost  no  injury  in 
commercial  orchards. 

Geo.  F.  Knowlton  (July  31 ):  Peach- twig  borers  are  in  the  peaches 

at  the  present  time.  Where  sprayed  at  the  ri^t  timie  orchards  are 
quite  free  from  injury. 

ORIEHTAL  FRUIT  MOTH  (Laspeyresia  molesta  Busck) 

J.  B.  Gill  (July  24):  The  occurrence  of  the  oriental  j5each  moth 

was  first  reported  on  July  9 at  Thomasville,  ^^ere  it  was  found 
attacking  the  tender  shoots  and  fruit  of  seedling  peach  trees.  The 
insect  appears  to  be  more  abundant  in  the  city  limits  of  Thomasville 
than  in  the  rural  districts  immediately  adjacent  to  town.  At  this 
writing  nearly  full  grown  larvae  are  found  in  ripened  peaches  collect 
ed  from  the  ground.

Adults  of  this 
species  have  been  reared  at  ‘Ihoma.sville  on  J-’one  18,  19,  23,  24,  25, 
29,  July-1,  3,  11,  12,  13,  14,  and  15.  Cn  individual  material 
■'jnder  observation  at  Thoma.sville  it  was  determined  that  the  length 
of  i^hp  puna  staae  wa.s  ^ or  8 days .

Chamberlin  (August  2):  A sli^t  infestation  of  the  tobacco 
budworm  was  observed  upon  okra  plants  on  this  date.  This  insect 
is  one  of  the  minor  pests  of  okra  in  this  region.

unusijadly  bad  this  summer  on  strawberry  plantations.

the  newly  set  plants  were  destroyed.

There 
was  a heavy  infestation  in  a few  feet  of  row  in  a bush  string  bean 
pakch.  Majority  pupae:  some  larvae  and  adults.  Cn  return  trip 
to  J/Iadison  stopped  at  a fi^ld  of  pole  lima  beans  one-half  mile 
northeast  of  that  city.  Here  is  a hep.vy  infestation  causing 
appreciable  injury.  Stopped  at  a patch  of  pole  string  beans 
about  1 mule  south  of  Watson  Junction,  northeast  of  Jefferson- 
ville. Found  one  beetle  and  some  typical  eaten  foliage,  but 
•not  commono  Did  not  liave  an  opportunity  to  examine  elsewhere. 


C.  H.  Cleveland  (August  19):  The  occiurrence  of  the  Mexican  bean 

beetle  reported  last  month  in  Jeeferson  County  has  since  been 
verifiecL  by  che  rnrscwial  inspection  of  Prof.  J,  J.  Davis,  who 
louna  the  beetle  abTixOdant  ensugh  in  .sorae  gardens  to  cause  con- 
siderable injury  to  the  leawes  and  pods  of  garden  beans.

SQUASH  BUG  (Anasa  tristis  DeG.  ) 

A.  I,  Bourne  (August  20):  In  my  report  of  last  month  I mentioned 

infoimation  received  from  Mr.  Tillson,  County  agent  of  Middlesex 
County,  that  the  squash  bug  was  m.aking  its  appearance  in  consider- 
able numbers  on  greenhouse  cucumbers;  the  first  time  in  his  ex- 
perience he  had  seen  this  type  of  injury.  Butther  information 
revealed  the  fact  that  squashes  were  gi-owi  between  these  green- 
houses last  season,  which  would  at  least  account  for  the  presence 
of  the  bugs  in  this  immediate  vicinity.  Many  of  these  matured 
either  in  or  around  the  greenhouses  and  later  transferred  their 
e.ttention  to  the  cucumbers  growing  in  the  ranges.  Prof.  Xoon 
reports  an  estimiate  of  15  per  cent  loss  as  a result  of  this  par- 
ticular outbreak. 

M.  K.  Swenl”  (July  IC-August  l):  Com.plaints  of  injury  by  the 

squash  bug  to  cucurbits  are  coming  in  at  about  the  normal  rate. 

OITIOKS 

ONIOIT  TKEIPS  ('Thrius  tabac i Lind.  ) 

C.  R,  Crosby  and  assistants:  Are  much  less  abundant  since  the 

recent  rains  in  w'ayne  Co'onty. 

C.  R.  Cleveland  (August  19):  More  numerous  than  usml  on  onions 

at  LaPayette.  The  tops  were  badly  "blasted”  by  the  first  of 
August. 

J.  E.  Dudley,  Jr.  (August  6):  Up  to  the  last  of  July  it  appeared 

that  severe  infestation  could  be  expected  in  August,  and.  farmers 
were  beginning  to  make  inquiries  at  the  field  station.  The  4 
or  5 inches  of  rain  since  August  1,  however,  have  greatly  decreased 
the  abundance  of  thrips,  and  it  is  just  a case  now  whether  they 
will  a.gain  increase  to  injur io''us  numbers.  Probably  twice  as 
abundant  as  in  an  average  year,  althou^  not  generally  distributed. 

George  P.  Knowlton  (July  31 ):  Is  abundant  in  Davis  County,  and

Many  fields  are  from 
60  to  90  per  cent  infected  ^m.fh  cui-ly  leaf,  and  some  of  the  farmers 
are  giving  up  their  beets  as  lost.

very  exceed jngjy  abundarh , a.s  Is  always  the  case  in  dry 
years,  and.,  here  ar.d  there.,  they  nav©  become  sufficiently  abundant 
to  .actually  injure  the  crop*  , The  fall  arraywdm  has  been 
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exceedingly  inj-uirious  to  cotton  in  many  sections  this  year; 
in  fact,  several  districts  have  done  considera'ble  poisoning  where 
ttliis  species  has  cleaned  np  hay  crops  and  then  moved  on  to 
cotton.  There  has  also  heen  a rather  nnasnal  amount  of  injury 
by  miscellaneous  lepidopt  erous  larvae  of  quite  a number  of 
species.  All  of  these  outbreaks,  however,  have  been  purely 
local.> 

The  cotton  leaf  worm  appeared  early  in  July  along  the  Gulf 
coast  in  Texas,  but  was  held  in  chedc  partly  by  climatic  condi- 
tions and  partly  by  the  fact  that  approximately  5^  per  cent  of  the 
acreage  in  this  territory  was  being  poisoned  for  boll  weevil 
control.  Dpring  the  past  few  days  numerous  reports  have  been 
recei.ved  of  the  leaf  worm,  extending  up  well  into  northern 
Arkansas,  It  is  now  too  late  for  this  worm  to  do  serious  damage 
as  a general  rule,  other  than  affecting  the  grade  and  staple 
of  the  cotton,  thouga  along  the  northern  edge  of  the  belt  the 
crop  is  very  light  and  an  invasion  of  the  worm  any  time  before 
f frost  will  be  a serious  matter, 

John  B.  Gill  (July  24);  The  Mexican  boll  weevil  is  not  so 
destructive  this  year  as  in  1923^  Cotton  is  fruit!^  very  well 
and  indications  are  that  satisfactory  yields  will  be  obtained 
In  many  fields  in  this  section* 

BOLL^ORM  (Hel^.tbJ^  obsoj^ta  Fabt.) 

John  B*  Gill  (July  24);  The  cotton  bollworm  has  been  causing 
some  damage  to  cotton  bolls  in  the  vicinity  of  Thornasvilleg  Ga. 

It  is  reported  that  this  insect  is  not  readily  controlled  by  the 
calcium  arsenate  dust  as  used  for  the  boll  weevil# 

T#  D#  Urbahns  (July  24);  Upon  Inspection  of  cotton  fields  on  the 
California  side  of  the  Yuma  Valley  the  boll  worm  was  found  to  be 
destroying  many  bolls*  Present  indications  pointed  to  considerable 
loss  before  maturity  of  the  crop.

Dwight  Isley  (August  1§):  Half-grown  larvae  of  cotton  leafworm 
collected  in  Itee  County  on  August  l4,  and  in  Lincoln  County 
on  August  15# 

D*  Hunter  (telegram  dated  August  25)1  Received  reliable 
i'eports  of  cotton  leafworm  from  five  points  in  Arkansas  and  from 
Madison  Parish  in  Louisiana,  The  Arkansas  infestation  is 
reported  as  being  heavy. 
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D.  Hunter  (August  14):  The  leafv/orri  first  appeared  in  the 
United  States  this  season  during  the  first  few  days  of  July, 
about  a month  later  than  in  1923  . The  first  vforms  were  found 
in  Calhoun  County,  on  the  coast  of  Texas.  A few  days  later  a 
few  infestat  ions  v/ere  reported  from  Calhoun  County  southward 
along  the  coast  to  Brownsville. 

The  infestations  have'  been  exceedingly  slight.  Inspectors 
v/ho  have  been  in  the  field  for  several  weeks  report  that  no 
fields  have  been  completely  defoliated.  The  most  extreme 
damage  noted  anywhere  is  in  the  vicinity  of  Irownsville,  v^'here 
an  occasional  field  has  been  partly  ,defo  lis.  ted  in  patches. 
Generally  speaking,  the  insect  is  just  about  maintaining  its 
status  and  is  not  increasing  the  intensity  of  the  infestation, 
or  spreading. 

The  reasons  for  the  failure  of  the  insect  to  spread  are 
several.  In  the  first  place,  there  are  large  qucLiitities  of  ar- 
se ni  cals  available  throughout  the  invaded  region.  This  has 
made  it  possible  for  farmers  v/hose  cotton  was  not  poisoned  to 
obtain  arseniccLls  and  check  the  infestation  at  the  beginning. 
The  third  and  probably  most  important  factor  operating  has  been 
an  extreme  and.  protracted  drouth. 

CORN-SILK  BEETLE  (Luperodes  varicornis  Lee.) 

Watson  Usery  (July  7);  At  Thomson. this  insect  . is  said  to  be 
doing  considerable  damage  to  the  edge  of  a field.

to  the  observer Sj  when  the  ants  are  abundant  they  attack  the 
young  sparrows  first  as  they  are  hatching  or  else  get  on  the 
sparrows  and  cause  them to  fsJ.l  from  the  nest;  the  English 
spa.rrow  thus  furnishes  an  index  to  the  Argentine  ant  situation* 
(August  15):  Piorence,  Miss.,  was  recently  found  by  the  writer

Conotraclieliis  aai:acatae  Berber  T7as  taken  from  soil  aro'ond 
avocados  from  Mexico  at  Ds-redo , Teoias,  by  Mr.  A.  A,  Stalmacli, 
April  9,  1924.  ibis  weevil  was  collected  by  Dr.  W.  M.  I'fenn 
at  Hna-scata,  Jalisco,  Mexico,  in  . According  to  him 

this  is  a very  serious  pest,  - so  serions  that  the  avocado 
trees  from  rhich  Dr.  Mann  took  the  types  of  this  species  he.d 
been  chopped  do-'^on  when  he  visited  the  place  a few  months  later. 


Oranges  with  brown  spots  from  Argentina  were  taken  from  ship*s 
stores  at  Mew  York  City,  July  25,  1924,  by  Mr.  Ivan  Shiller, 

Upon  receipt  in  Washington,  they  were  examined  by  Mr.  J.  A. 
Stex'enson,  pathologist,  who  reports  that  the  oranges  were 
infected  v;ith  Argentina  scab,  apmrently  a type  of  scab  not 
present  in  the  United  States. 

In  Eebr-uary  of  this  year,  Mr.  John  T,  Rogers,  Inspector  in 
charge  at  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  forwarded  to  Washington 
several  small  gi-een  frogs,  taken  from  near  Cooper  River, 
Cha^rleston,  South  Carrol ina.  Other  specimens  of  these  frogs 
were  sent  in  by  Mr.  Rogers  wnder  dehe  of  Jiaiee  21  , 1924.  Dhey 
were  referred  to  the  Smithsonian  Instihition  of  the  Maticnal 
Museum  and  we  are  advised  that  they  represent  aU-nlts  and  yonng 
of  the  very  rare  species,  Hyla  andersonii . and  that  the  Rational 
Museum  has  had,  previous  to  these  sendings,  only  two  specimens 
of  this  anilmal  althow.^  uaa vailing  search  had  been  iimide  for  it 
on  many  occasions.  Mr.  Rogers  was  congratulated  upon  this 
important  int  erception. 


A moth,  just  identified  as  Ehrias  fabia , Stoll,  was  taken  from 
cotton  bolls  from  India  at  the  Inspection  House,  Washington, 

D,  C.  , ifey  15,  1924,  by  Mr.  H,  L.  Sanford.  'Ihis  insect  has 
become  a cotton  pest  in  India.  If  it  were  established  in  the 
United  States,  it  mi^.t  prox^e  a.s  serious  a pest  as  the  pink 
bo 11 worm. 


A larva  of  the  West  Iixdian  sug^r-cane  root  borer,  Dianrenes 
abbreviatus , which  does  not  occur  in  this  co'untry,  was  inter- 
cepted at  Sem  Erancisco  Rcx’ember  24,  1923,  by  Messrs.  Chatter- 
ley  and  Eields  in  roots  of  Opuntia  sp.  The  beetle  emerged 
Jmy  17,  1924.  Unile  this  insect  could  only  exist  in  tropical 
United  States,  it  should  be  carefully  guarded  a^inst  as  it  is 
capable  of  causing  serious  injury  to  fmuits,  vegetables  arh. 
other  plants. 


An  earwig,  (Anisolabis  annuliyes } was  taken  on  Inhames  from 
the  Azores  at  Proxudence,  R.  I.  July  8,  1924,  by  Mr.  R.  I. 
Smith.  This  insect  is  a serious  pest  in  the  Azores.  It 

ha.s  not  yet  been  introduced  into  the  United  .States.
